SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

Extrem Versaut 18 presents three explicit depictions of the use of urine in association 
with sexual conduct, a promotional trailer depicting bestiality and the explicit depiction 
of sexual activity between a doctor and his patient. 

Section 5 of the Bill of Rights Act 1990 states that the rights and freedoms noted in 
section 14 of that Act, the rights to “freedom of expression, including the freedom to 
seek, receive, and impart information and opinions of any kind in any form’’ are 
subject to limitations prescribed by law. Pursuant to section 3(2) of the Films, Videos 
and Publications Classification Act 1993, the publication is considered to tend to 
promote and support bestiality and the use of urine in association with sexual conduct. 
The recording is also considered to present matters of sex in a manner that the 
availability of the publication is likely to be injurious to the public good. The video 
recording is, therefore, deemed objectionable. 
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
